'riien  declaring  that  all  who  are  led  by 
the  spirit,  are  the  sons  of  (iod,  and  have 
receivcfl  the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby 
wc  cry,  .Vbba,  Father,  he  adds  the  text 
whose  meaning  you  ask,  “  the  spirit 
beareth  witness,”  &c.  You  cannot  upon 
mature  rcflectiou  give  the  construction 
that  this  is  the  peace  of  conscience,  or 
any  other  sensation  of  the  human  mind, 
lor  this  is  the  spirit  that  raised  Christ 
Irom  ilie  dead,  ^c.  as  already  quoted.

at  w  hat  liour  we  may  be  summoned  from 
the  held  of  labour,  I  thought  it  best  to 
send  you  a  few  lines  in  reiian  immedi¬ 
ately. 

“  1  liave  been  severely  afilicted  with 
great  debilities  of  my  poor  frame :  and 
am  still  so  weak,  that  I  am  not  able  to 
attend  to  any  duty.  1  just  manage  to

I  live  in  hopes  of  getting  round  again. — 
But  how  astonishing  and  mysterious  are 
God’s  dealings  with  our  mission  with 
respect  to  others!  Mr.Knight  died  a  few 
nights  after  his  arrival :  .Mrs.  Coney  de¬ 
parted  a  few  weeks  after  him,  and.  in  a 
day  or  two,  to  the  great  surprise  and 
disajipoiniment  of  all,  Mr.  Brooks  was 
conveyed  to  the  grave  !

In  addition  to  the  loss  of  Mr.  Nyland- 
cr  and  the  persons  mentioned  in  the 
above  extract,  Mrs. Gerber  has  also  been 
taken  away,  and  Mr.  Coney  has  return¬ 
ed  to  this  country.  Mr.  Raban  writes, 
with  reference  lo  these  losses : 

“  .\nd  now,  honoured  sirs,  1  need  not 
say,  that  we  arc  in  an  atHicted  condition. 
Since  the  day  w’c  landed,  we  have  lost 
six  of  our  number ‘by  death,  and  four 
arc  now’  about  to  return.  The  ways  of 
God  are  in  the  deep,  and  His  footsteps 
are  not  known.  Yet  we  know  tliat  He 
changeih  not ;  and  wc  firmly  believe, 
though  sometimes  strongly  tempted  to 
doubt'  and  dismay,  that  ‘  ail  the  paths 
of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and  truth,’  to¬ 
ward  every  one  of  His  servants. 

“  We  feel  most  deeply  these  nume¬ 
rous  and  painful  losses ;  and  have  no  re¬ 
source  whatever,  but  in  his  wisdom, 
power,  and  faithfulness.  It  is  cheering 
lo  our  hearts  to  receive  repeated  assur¬ 
ances  that  you  bear  us  in  constant  re¬ 
membrance  at  the  throne  of  grace;  and 
we  trust  He,  who  inspires  prayer,  will 
also  contlesccnd  to  answer  it;  if  not  in 
the  way  which  we  desire,  yet  in  such  a 
way  as  shall  conduce  to  llic  glory  ot 
His  own  name. 

“  1  would  earnestly  pray,  that  the  ho¬ 
noured  members  of  tiiis  committee  may 
be  endued  with  much  patience,  under 
the  repeated  and  iicavy  trials  with  which 
they  arc  exercised  in  this  mission — that 
they  may  he  peculiarly  directed,  by  wis¬ 
dom  from  above,  in  all  their  delibera¬ 
tions  with  respect  to  it — and  that  they 
may,  al  length,  notwithstanding  'dll  the 
threatening  a j)[)caranccs  which  now  pre¬ 
sent  themselves,  see  a  rich  harvest

M’ESTERN  AFRICA. 

Tlic  Church  Missionary  Society  have 
recently  sustained  the  loss  of  one  of 
their  earliest  missionaries  at  Sierra 
Econe,  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  G. 
R.  Ny lander,  who  died  on  the  23d  of 
May.  Mr.  A^.  had  long  sulFered  from 
an  asthmatic  complaint,  and  his  strength 
was  materially  reduced  by  severe  ill¬ 
ness  in  1H21.
